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PREFACE 


The  year  1951  v/itnossed  a change  in  the  administrative 

arrangements  of  the  Health  Department  of  your  Council. 

Dr.  Ernest  Davies  who  had  held  the  post  of  Medical  Officer  of 

Health  for  over  twenty  years  resigned  on  September  30th  in  order 

that  a new  full-time  medical  officer  to  the  district  councils  of 

the  county  could  assume  duties.  It  is  fitting,  therefore, 

that  I should  pay  tribute  to  his  long  and  faithful  service  to 

* 

the  authority  during  the  years  in  which  he  held  office  - years 
during  which  numerous  extra  burdens  had  to  be  borne  as  the 
district  v/as , during  the  last  war,  a reception  area  for  evacuees. 

The  vital  statistics  show  that  whereas  twenty-seven 
persons  died  during  the  year,  only  four  births  v/ere  recorded, 

6f  the  deaths,  seventeen  were  males  and  ten  were  females.  The 
commonest  cause  of  death  was  heart  disease  which  claimed  twelve 
victims.  In  six  cases  death  was  attributed  to  vascular  lesions 
of  the  nervous  system  and  bronchitis  was  the  cause  In  a further 
four.  No  maternal  or  infant  death  was  recorded. 

There  were  no  notifications  of  infectious  disease  during 
tno  first  three,  quarters  of  the  year,  but  during  the  last  quarter 
twenty-five  cases  of  measles  v/ore  reported. 

One  factor  which  has  caused  the  Council  persistent  concern 
is  the  state  of  Pencarreg  leet.  As  the  owner  of  the  property 
from  wiich  the  alleged  nuisance  arises  is  the  county  coiuicll.

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is  to  te  hoped  that  the  representations  made  to  this  authority 
will  result  in  an  abatement  of  the  nuisance. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector's  report  is  appended  as  a separate 


item.

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  district  by 
the  local  health  authority.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
receive  medical  advice  from  their  ov/n  medical  practitioners 

(b ) An  infant  v/elfare  clinic  attended  by  a medical  officer  of  the 
local  health  authority  is  held  once  a fortnight, 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the 
district  nurse  who  is  also  a State  Registered  Midwife, 

(d)  The  Aberayron  Urban  District  Council  area  forms  part  of  a

The  Council  granted  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  power 
to  apply  for  Orders  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act,  1948.  The  necessity  to  take  action  did  not,  however,  arise. 

Water  Supply 

A supply  of  water  sufficient  in' quantity  and  satisfactory 
in  quality  is  available  for  present  needs.  In  view  of  the 
necessity  of  providing  the  district  with  a more  hygionxc  method 
of  sov/age  disposal  - most  of  the  sewage  is  at  present  discharged 
:-,nto  the  harbour  - an  increased  quantity  of  water  v;ill  be 
roquirod.and  the  Council  proposes  to  obtain  this  from  Llpoi  Pa  nod , 


The  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  water  woro 
satisfactory,  but  a chemical  analysis  indicated  a strong  solvent 
®.ction  upon  lead.  The  use  of  lead  pipes  has,  however,  been 
prohibited  by  the  Council, 

Throe  hundred  and  fort^^-  seven  houses  (approx,  population

of  1,000)  receive  a direct  supply  from  the  mains.  The  remaining 
eighty  three  houses  obtain  their  water  from  standpipes.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Pis tr ict , 


The  Aberayron  Urban  Dj.strict  reservoir  receives  its  supply 
from  the  raain  reservoir  at  Bwlch  Castell,  Cilcennin,  v/hich  is  fed 
by  a series  of  springs.  Tho  water  is  of  a satisfactory  quality 
and  in  1951  the  quantity  proved  satisfactory.  Tho  water  is 
liable  to  have  plumbo -solvent  action  and  the  use  of  lead  pipes 
is  prohS-bited. 

Sew e ryi^ge  ♦ 

Part  of  the  Urban  District  is  provided  with  sewers,  tho 
ma.jority  of  which  have  outfalls  in  the  harbour.  This  arro.ngement 
is  most  unsatisfactory  and  a proposed  new  sewerage  scheme  has 
been  prepared  by  the  Council's  consulting  engineers.  In  view 
of  the  additional  quantity  of  water  required  for  sewerage  it  has 
been  proposed  to  augment  the  present  supply  from  Llyn  Panod  in 
tho  Tregaron  district.
